MPHE woman approaching mid- 
die age today is far more 
fortunate thon her mother and 
grandmother at the same singe 
in life. In their day, Ilttle could 
be done to relleve the many dis- 
iressing symptoms which so fre- 
| quently accompany the change of 
life. The nervousness, the mental 
depression,, and such physical 
symptoms as puin in the joints 
simply had to be endured. To- 
day, most if not all of them can 
be controlled by the use of cer- 
tuin glandular extracts called 
estrogens. 2 
These substances have been 
analysed . as to their chemical 
content and con now be dupli- 
cated in the laboratory so that 
the doctor has his choice of either 
{he natural or manufactured 
form. 


Sufficicnt Amount 


The chief consideration In us- 
Ing elther is to give a sufficient 
amount to control the untoward 
symptom. This will vary from 
patient, to patient. and for the 
same patient at different times. 
Large amounts are often requir- 
ed in the beginning but these can 
be reduced gradually. Small 
doses at frequent: intervals give 
better results than larger ones at 
longer intervals, according to Dr 
Elmer L. Sevringhous. 
Estrogens mony be given. by 
mouth. However, if this is done, 
larger doses ‘are required. Estro- 
fens dissolved in ofl may be 
given by Injection Into a muscle. 
The -effects ‘last-for-from-five-to 
ten days, but some local reaction 
trequenUy occurs. oh 
«Sometimes, pellets of the 


, estrogens are placed in the Ussue 


under the skin. This gives a pro- 
longed effect, but may also cause 
sear tissue to form around the 
pellet. 

Estrogens in water - solution 
can be injected under the skin 
where they svill_ remain active 
for several days. Sometimes, pre~ 
parations prepared chemically, 
when taken by - mouth, cause 
nausen, or sickness at the 
stomach, & ie & 
Another Use. . 

Another use of the estrogens 
is to stimulate the growth of the 
breast tissues and of the womb. 
However, such treatment must 
also always be carefully carried 
out by the doctor. 

Excessive dosage of the estro- 
gens may caure menstrual biceil- 
ing and excessive enlargement 
of the breasts, as well os ner- 
vousness. = 

Estrogens should not be given 
to patients suspected of having 
enncer. -: Hence, those who, ‘ara 
taking estrogens should have ex- 
aminations at . regulor Intervals 
by the doctor, oe 

Thus, it is casy to. see that, 
while estrogens. are valunble, 
they .must..be used with care 
and only by a doctor.who under- 
stands their possible danger: as 
well ns their power..
